Fer Government Buildings. 

So far as the general public is concerned 
there seems no indication of any decline in 
rates. Bids for furnishing the Federai build- 
ings with 6,000 tons of anthracite ‘will be 
opened at noon today in Assistant Custodian 
Shanahan’s office in the Postoffice, Among 
the bidders are some of the dealers and agents 
whom District-Attorney Milchrist had before 
the Federal grand jury two weeks ago during 
that body’s investigation of the cambine. On 
that occasion these men swore that they knew 
nothing of the existence of any coal combina- 
tion. It is said that they now frankly state 
that their bids for the government contract 
are from 20 to 26 cents higher a ton on ac- 
count of the trust.

The government authorities 
believe that Uncle Sam will be stuck by the 
combine on this contract for about $1,000 
more than last year's supply of coal cost.

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The inquirer was a coal dealer. The Reading 
man’s reply was so unsatisfactory that the 
dealer said later: “If I could get my coal 
elsewhere I would never buy another pound of 
coal from the Reading—that is, if I am a 
dealer six months from now.“ 

Situation of Some Dealers. 

„Going out of the business? 

I'm in the same situation as hundreds of 
others—can’t tell. The Reading has it in its 
hafids to completely obliterate the jobbers. 
It has only to deal with consumers direct. 
Our yards are nearly empty, when usually at 
this time they are heavily stocked up. We 
are afraid to buy in the prevailing uncertainty. 
We don’t know what prices will be next 
month or the month after. They may be 
higher and ,again, if. jobbers happen to be 
stocked up, prices may be lowered suddenly 
by the trust and the jobbing trade with a 
heavy load to carry be almost wiped out at 
one stroke, It’s quite possible for the com- 
bine to do this, provided its control of the 
situation isn’t shaken and there are no signs 
that it is. 

The combine makes a peeuliar distinction 
in its prices. It charges at present $5.50 for 
anthracite, at ite yards and docks. If haulage 
is desired 25 cents is added. Aboard cars at 
the yards, to be taken away, the rate is $5.35 
per ton. No charge is made for loading the 
buyers’ cars. The Reading representatives 
explain this difference in prices by the state- 
ment that in the latter case they are not 
obliged to screen the coal, an operation more 
or less expensive. They tacitly admit, besides, 
that the combine is largely benefited, inas- 
much as the coal sold for $5.36 it is agreed 
shall be shipped to various Western points to 
retail dealers. The trade of country jobbers 
is thus cut into and’the combine is brought 
more directly in contact with consumers. 

May Cut Rates. 

It is now stated that the combine is quietly 
evading the condition which it insisted upon 
at first—namely: that the coal sold for $5.35 
must be shipped out of town immediately. 
It is said that a local dealer or two have been 
told that their cars can be loaded with coal 
at $5.35 and afterwards be hauled anywhere 
the buyer likes. In other words, the ruling 
rate may be cut. 


Among the jobbers who heard this story 


there were a few who think they see in it a 
sign that the big combine is weakening. 

A coal combination has been attempted 
many times before,” said one of these men, 
and it bas always failed. The roads in this 
combine are overstocked and overbond- 
ead to a prodigious amount. They went 
into the deal beca if gave them 
control of the coal output. 
Inqreased revenue was absolutely necessary 
and it could only be had from an advance in 
coal. Now interest charges pile up in the 
summer the same as they do in the winter. If 
these roads find the monfey they expected is 
not coming in it will not be safe to count on 
them remaining i 
prices of an article to a point where the pub- 
lic won't buy it. The coal market is strong, 
but it is dull. Let the public hold off a while 
longer, let trade continue flat as now, and 
there is no telling which road in the combine 
will decide that it’s about time to hack at the 
price of coal. 

The late A. T. Thatcher’s aock at South 
Chicago hus been leased to the Sunday Creek 
Coal company. This concern’s principal bus- 
iness is in bituminous coal. The Reading was 
an active competitor for the possession of this 
dock, It has a capacity of 50,000 tons and is 
located at a point advantageous for the re- 
ception of coal by lake or rail. 8

This company is one of the largest among 
the many important international corpora- 
tions brought out between Chicago and Lon- 
don in the last few years. It is stocked at 
£850,000, which is divided into £400,000 pre- 
ferred shares and £450,000 common stock, 
each class ot the value of IO each. A twenty- 
year, 6 per cent gold bond amounting to 42, 
500,000 is also carried in the capitaliza- 
tion. The corporation is formed by the amal- 
gamation of the following packing concerns: 
The International Packing company, T. E. 
Wells company, the Allerton Packing com- 
pany, John Cudahy, J.C. Hately, Hately 
Broa., and Jones & Stiles. The prospectus 
states that the price to be paid for these plants 
is £1,362,500,0 which £158,875 is in bonds, 
£43,880 in preference shares, £150,000 in ordi- 
nary shares, the remainder in cash. The ac- 
countant’s certificate gives the profits made 
by the amaigamated concerns durmg a period 
of about two and one-half years as equivalent 
to £199,532 per annum. 

The company was brought out by the Lon- 
don and Chicago Contract company, and a 
large proportion of ite securities is under- 
written by the latter. Its formation is said to 
have been inspired by the success of the Chi- 
cago Packing and Provision company in a 
similar form of capitalization. Anothercause, 
it is said, which influenced these packers to 
combine lay in the war which long raged be- 
tween the “Big Three” ana its rivals at the 
Stock-Yards. According to dispatches this 
war was definitely settled at a meeting of 
packers held in the East yesterday. 


DIES ON THE SCAFFOLD. 


FITZPATRICK 


The Murderer of Early Goes to His Fate 
Firmly—His Crime, 

Prrrspure, Pa., May 24,—Patrick Fitzpat- 
‘rick, the murderer of Samuel Early, was 
hanged in the county jail yard this morning. 
The trap was sprung at 11:05 a. m. and in fif- 
teen minutes life was extinct. Death resulted 
from strangulation. The condemned man 
spent last night without incident. Fitzpat- 
rick said there was nothing he could say that 
would help his case. The murder was caused 
by liquor. He was satisfied that a man of his 
nervous temperament should never drink. 
The execution was witnessed by only thirty 
persons. N 

The crime for which Fitzpatrick was exe- 
cuted was the killing of Samuel Early, a steel 
roller, the night of Sept. 2, 1891. The mur- 
derer was for many years a tramp, but worked 
at odd times as a laborer. The night of the 
murder he met his victim, Samuel Early, in a 
bar-room,-and they had several drinks to- 
gether. About 10:30 a quarrel arose over a 
trivial matter and ended in Early knocking 
Fitzpatrick down. The bartender but Fitz- 
patrick out and told Early to follow. As Early 
pushed one of the swinging doors open Fitz- 
patrick, who was on the outside, stabbed 
Early in the groin, and in three minutes he 
was dead. Fitzpatrick was 39 years of age and 
unmarried, 

The execution today was the first in Alle- 
gheny County since 1884. During that time 
there have been over 200 homicides, the rec- 
ords showing 136 for the last five years. 


FELT THE SHOCK FOR THIRTY MILEs. 


An Ol Reservoir of 12,000 Barrels Ex- 
plodes—The Loss 0, 

Wartixe, Ind., May 24.—[{Special.]—A 
reservoir of 12,000 barrels of oil, the property 
of the Standard Oil company here, exploded 
yesterday with terrific force, entailing a loss 
of $20,000. Nineteen streams of water are now

INDIANS ASSERT THEIR RIGHTS. 


Chamber of Commerce Cannot Have a Let 
Owned by Them in Philadetphia. 

New York, May 21.— Special. — Gen. Ely 
S. Parker, supply clerk of the New York Po- 
lice Department, sent à letter today to the 
Philadelphia Chamber of Commerce in 
his capacity of Sachem of the 
Iroquois, protesting against the 


proposed occupancy by the Chamber 
of Commerce of a plot of ground which was 
granted many years ago to the Six Nations of 
New York. The General is a ful 
blouded Indian, who earned his military 
title on Gen. Grant’s staff in the war. 

The late Charles Knecht, im negotiating for 
the purchase of the Chamber of Commerce 
site, discovered that the title was vested in 
Oneida Indians, who refused to give it up. 
They could not be ousted, for their title was 
perfect. So the Chamber had to leave 
and there it has been ever since, an eye-sore 
to everybody except to those who knew its 
queer history. To them it has been a most 
interesting relic of the past. 

It seems that at the time of the French and 
Indian war, when John Penn, the grandson 
of William, was acting as Secretary-Governor, 
a delegation of the six nations came to town 
to treat with the whites. To them Gov. 
Penn granted a plotof land on the State 
House grounds, so that they might build their 
lodge there and smoke the calumet with their 
white friends. The grant was by wampum-belt 
deed, as was customary in those days in trans- 
actions with Indians, and the belt was faith- 
fully preserved by the Oneidas when they 
went back to their woods.

The report was in extenso and dis- 
plays a creditable amount of work, nearly 
$1,000,000 having been expended in the last 
year. It was so favorable that the entire morn- 
ing hour was devoted to its consideration. 

Among the important features of the day’s 
proceedings was the consideration of the re- 
port of the committee on the proposed non- 
sectarian amendment to the National Consti- 
tution. The committee recommended that 
the text of the amendment be changed slight- 
ly so as todo away with special objections. 
The report was adopted as read by the unani- 
mous vote of the assembly. 7 | 

The amendment, given below, is a strong 


statement of the position of the church upon 
the question of governmental aid to sectarian 


institutions. 
During the afternoor an exciting half hour

Work ot Home Missionaries. 


The report of the Standing Committee on 
Home Missions was read by Dr. McPherson 
of Chicago. Attention was called to the fact 
that the subject 1s one specially fitted to the 
place of meeting and to the time, the 
anniversary of Coluinbus’ discovery. 

The board began the year with a debt of 
nearly $100,000, One miilion dollars were 
asked for last year and contributions reached 
within $70,000 of that amount, of which over 
$843,000 were available. The present debt is 
$67,000. The immense immigration has given 
this board foreign work to do at home. 

The report gives an account of the work in 
various States conducted by 1,479 missionaries 
ip churches with a membership of 98,500 and 
a school attendance of 141,000. During the 
year fifty-two churches have become self- 
sustaining. The States having the most home 
missionaries are New York, 140; Kansas, 
112; Iowa, 102; Minnesota, 84; California, 82; 
Illinois, 81; Nebraska, 80; Michigan, 74; the 
Dakotas, 112; and the rest a smaller number 
each, 

The whole of the morning session was occv- 
pied with the discussion of home missions, 
and it was only cut short. by the arrival of the 
hour of adjournmest. Sixteen recommenda- 
tions looking toward extension work were re-

The conditions of 
life have become harder for farmers and all 
othere during the last year or two, For that 
the Canadians have only themselves or their 
government t blame. The policy of the lat- 
ter has been constantly unfriendly to the 
Unite i States, and this country, after putting 


up with it patiently for many years, finally 


saw fit to retaliate, with consequences disas- 
trous to Canadian trade. Lhe Tory Govern- 
ment made efforts to tind new markets for 
Canadian products in the West Indies, Aus- 
tralia, and England, but with poor success.

THE FARCE OF DEMOCRATIC ECONOMY.

| fal ye none They have crippled the life-sav- 


ung service by refusing to vote a dollar to the 
seven new stations opened by authority of 
Congress last year. They have esposed the 
‘lives and property of persons on the sea by 
cutting dowa ‘the appropriation for light- 
houses from 62. 268,750 to $42,500. They have 
stopped the repairs on the public buildings. 
They have left the postoffices and custom- 
houses of the country without necessary fuel 
and lights and without being cleaned for a 
considerable part of the year. They have 
seriously curtailed the work of restocking the 
waters of the United States with food fishes, 
They have extended almost absolute im- 
manity to moonshiners, mail-robbers, and 
counterfeiters by cutting off the appropria- 
tion for their detection. They have cut off 
over $500,000 for surveying and other expenses 
eonnected with the Land Office, which may 
result in still larger, loss to the government 
and deprive setilers of a title to their land. 
They have cut off the appropriation for the 
United States courts, which may close up 
many of them, as even under the appropria- 
tion of the last Congress there is a large de- 
ficiency for the pay ef witncsses and jurors. 
They have attempted to cripple the Postal 
Department by cuttingoff the revenue from the 
sale of postage stamps, stamped envelopes, and 
cards, by depriving many offices of the bene- 
fits of free delivery and by necessitating a re- 


i duction of the carrier force, and by other cuts 


which brought out the following vigorous pro- 
test from the Postmaster-General : 


me the concern that I feel as the head of this de- 
partment that the Postmaster-General may not 
be in a position in 1893 to properly meet the exi- 
gencies when the postal service will not only be 
under tae severe teste of the traveling public at- 
tending World’s Fair, but will be the subject 
of e n with that of other countries by ex- 
hibiters and visitors who are our invited guests 
from every nation of the Old World. 

They have seriously crippled the operations 
of the coast survey which are necessary to the 
safety of navigators.

They have largely reduced the ordinary ap- 
propriation for the Howard University, the 
Smithsonian Institution, the National Muse- 
um, and the Yellowstone Park. They have re- 
dueed the District of Columbia bill three- 
quarters of a million dollars at the cost of the 
health of the city by smalier appropriations 
for sewers, garbage, and general sanitary ar- 
rangements. They have refused to provide a 
site and pedestal fora statue to Gen. Sher- 
man in the National Capital, though the gov- 
ernment has done this for every other Genera!

FOR CLEAN STREETS. 

The Municipal Order League of this city has 
begun its self-appointed task. The first thing 
to be done was to survey the field, and that 
action has been taken as a preliminary to other 
exertions. The testimony of members who 
personally have examined a small section is 
unanimous thatthe great majority of those 
who should be held responsible for the storage 
of ashes and garbage have inadequate provis- 
ions therefor, and that the service by the 
Health and Street-Cleaning Departments of 
the City Government is “irregular, careless, 
and totally imefficient,”” The citizen of av- 
erage observation and intelligence will indorse 
this broad stetement, whether personaily an 
offender or not, tes 

Stated more specifically the reports by metn- 
bers show that few streets are swept regularly, 
and pone are ever cleaned thoroughly; that 
the dirt is left piled on the streets from one to 
fourteen days before removal and often is re- 
distributed over the streets before the wagons 
appear on the scene; that the men accom- 
panying those wagons are generally careless 
and inefficient and the vehicles leaky; that the 
alleys are never thoroughly cleaned; and that 
wooden recuptacies for filth are generally 
used, but not nearly eo many of them as are 
required by the ordinance, while many of 
them are left on the sidewalk. Thereisa 
widespread disregard of the requirement that 
all ashes and garbage shall be placed in proper 
receptacles, the accumulat.ons from very many 
buildings being systematically swept each day 
into the open street. : 

Each volunteer inspector of the league will 
in future make a weekly report of the condi- 
tion of the streets and alleys in his or her dis- 
trict, stating how often garbage and ashes 
have been removed and inspection made by a 
city official, telling of «ffenses by household- 
ers, and whether or not the proper city author- 
ities have attended to complaints made in re- 
gard to violations of the city ordinances. 
Thus the public and officials will both be 
watched. If citizens will not exercise due 
care after having been reasoned with they will 
be prosecuted, and if the men paid by the city 
for keeping things in order do not perform 
their duty their superior officers will be in- 
formed ot the fact. And if these superiors 
know that abuses exist without due effort to 
correct thém the people are going to want 
to know why.” 

Already the reform has begun. A uni- 
formed street-cleaning gang started out Mon- 
day and has done good work on the down- 
town streets. ‘Phe men are being watched to 
see that they do well what they are paid for, 
and the health officials in other parte of the 
city are looking mote vigilantly after offend- 
ers. Hergafter it will be for the inte of 
the citizens to attend more closely to the dis- 
position of their refuse. They will save money 
by being reasonably clean about their prem- 
ises, besides being largely gainers as members 
of a clean community instead of a dirty one. 
If every housekéeper insists upon the burning 
of every particle of waste material that can he 
to disposed of on her own premises and have 
the rest properly stored to await removal by 
the scavengers, and if the managers of stores, 

workshops, and factories should take similar 
precautions, the work of general reform would 
be an easy one, It would aleo be cheap to 
the community, Probably it would be found 
that the appropriations now made are ample 
for the insuring of cleanliness if the citizens 
caused no more trouble than is necessary and 
the official workers were made to do their fuil 
duty. If the league can accomplish this it 
will have earned the warmest thanks of the 
whole people. But it can only do this by per- 
sistent effort. Its members must not be 
weary in welldoing. It will not do to hold a 
few meetings and then relapse into a luke- 
warn state. If they do, the nuisance speedily 
will be as great as ever. They must feel that 
if needful they have enlisted for a thirty years’ 
war in the home guards and not for a mere 
thirty days of volunteer. service. 

THE LESSON OF THE RECENT FLOOD. 

The Desplaines on the 6th inst. was four feet 
four inches above low water mark, and the en- 
gineers estimate that between 700,000 and 800,000 
cabic feet per minute passed over the dams of. 
this city. Workmen from the State yards and 
otners stationed at different points saved the city 
from a great inundation. A rise of two or three 
inches more and one-quarter of Joliet would 
have been under water. 

This in the face of the fact that above Joliet there 
is a natural reservoir of abont 400 square miles, 
preventing the water from rushing upon this city 
with any great amount of velocity. 

What would have been the nences if a 
drainage ditch 160 feet wide at the bottom and 
cut over thirty feet deep in the rock below 
low water of the Desplaines had been in running 
order? Instead of four feet four inches there 
would have been a rise of six or seven feet! And 
this without any water from Lake Michigan at 
all; and yet they propose to send us 600,000 cubic 
feet per minute from the lake asa regular diet 

There was a rainfall of seven inches in about as 
many hours—equaling 26,000 cubic feet per acre. 
What would have been the consequenves in Joliet 
with a big ditch, two feet of snow, and ice in the 
ground? . 

We think with the lesson of yesterday every 
man in this city not directly interested as a paid 
attorney, or directly in partnership or in the 
employ of the Chicago Drainage Board, should be 
a firm convert to the doctrine that a big, stinking, 
drainage ditch for Chicago is not a thing Joliet 
wants to have run this way.—Joliet News. ; 

The News neglects to explain how a big 
drainage ditch, running such a flood as it de- 
scribes, could stink.“ The evil odor is a 
thing of imagination in sucha case. Itis a 
little drainage ditch, like tho canal ca: rying the 
sewage of Chicags, which smells badly. The

sewage in the 300,000 cubic feet of water flow- 


ing in the big ditch will never smell in the 
slightest degree. But this is an aspect of the 
case which interests Chicago taxpayers—viz. :

the alleged slight difference in cost between a 
fourteen-foot and an eighteen-foot channel. 
The individual who is at the head of this great 
work said the other day: 

The chahnel, to carry 600,000 cnbic feet, would 
require an increase in the size of the channel only 
by making the rock cut eighteen feet deep instead 
of fourteen feet, the size required for 300,000 cubic 
feeta minute. The increase in cost would be 
only $1,500,000 or $2,000,000. _ 

It will be ssen that Mr. Weater sets out by 
assuming that a ditch 160 feet wide at the bot- 
tom with fourteen feet of water flowing at the 
rate of two anda half miles an hour will dis. 
charge only 300,000 cubic feet, whereas the 


actual discharge with the flow three miles per 


hour, which is the limit fixed by the law for 
the big channel, would be about 500, 000 cubic 
feet. If it is desired to discharge 300,000 cubic 
feet a minute through a fourteen-foot chan- 
nel with a current of two and a half miles per 
hour the width through the rock need be only 
100 feet. So when Mr; Wenter talks of con- 
verting a 300,000 cubic foot flow into a 600,000 
cubic foot one by the simple expedient of 
deepening a 100-foot channel four feet he is 
talking arrant nonsense. 

This individual, so illiterate -from an engi- 
neering point of view, seems to think that a 
channel with a capacity of 300,000 cubic feet 
would cost, between Willow Springs aad 
Lockport, within a million and a half of what 
one would cost flowing eighteen feet deep and 
carrying 600,000 cubie feet. But as the latter 
will cost, all told, over a million dollars a 
mile for a distance of fully twelve miles, or 
twelve million dollars, how ean the half-ca- 
pacity ditch cost between tea anf ten and a 
half million dollars? The assertion is all the 
more absurd in view of the fact that the 
borings have shown that with a fourteen-foot 
flow the rock cut will be little over nine 
miles in length. Furthermore, the land dam- 
ages would be much less for the smaller chan- 
nel, a smaller quantity of “spoil ”’ would have 
to be piled up, and hence a far narrower strip 
of land would do. 

The amount of rock to be removed for the 
300,000 foot channel will be much leas than 
for the 600,000 one, as any person with com- 
mon sense ought to see, while the cost of 
handling the stone taken from the deeper and 
wider cut will be proportionately much great- 
er than of handling that from the narrower 
and shaliower one. The higher the rock bas 
to be lifted and Me farther it has to be removed 
frou; the edge of the ditch the greater the cos 
per cubie yard.

~ NOVEL CHRISTIAN WARFARE. 
The Rev, Dr. Rainsford, an Episcopal 
clergyman in New York City, has got hold ot 
a novel idea, and fbrthwith given it to the 
world. He has thought out an improvement 
upon the old-fashioned proposition to fight 
fire with fire. He wishes the churches to com- 
bat whisky with beer and light wines. <Ap- 
parently he is convinced that the coffee-house, 
pure and simple, is not a sufficient attraction 
to the men who patronize the ordinary sa- 
loon and there take the spirit enemy into 
their mouths which steals away the cash that 
should go to their families, as well as their 
own brains. So he thinks the churches ought 
to try to reach the -masses by competing with 
the sajoon, and offering a stronger induce- 
ment for patronage than is furnished by mere 
coffee. He would provide beer for those who 
want it, but otherwise elevate the saloon to a 
level which it has never occupied. He thinks 
this could be done at a profit, the beer and 
light. wines to be sold at prices sufficiently 
high to pay the expenses of a connecting read- 
ing-room, and thus make the saloon an at- 
tractive place of resort without intemperance. 
In addition to this he would have the estab- 
lishment open Sunday, “during proper 
hours, if any such ean be chosen, but have it 
so managed that on that day as on other days 
it would conform strictly to the laws and in 
no way evade or break them, 

The reverend reformer thinks correctly in 
one direction. Evidently he is proceeding on 
the theory that the stimulants he favors are 


less harmful than distilled spirits. The man 


who drinks beer to excess may get “ logy,’’ 
but is not apt to pull out a knife or a pistol. 
He would rather sleep than fight. He does 
not belong to the class which finds principal 
employment for criminal courts and the keep- 
ers of penitentiaries. But he may be a nui- 


Psance directly, and asad sinner against so- 


ciety in his family relations. He may spend 
on beer money which ought to go for the pur 
chase of food and raiment for his wife and 
children, and even lose work through over- 
indulgence in the drinks which intoxicate but 
mildly. The question isif the churches are 
willing to cater to this kind of business, and 
the chances are it would be answered with a 
thundering No“ if put toa vote of church 
memberships. The conductor of a Christian 
saloon might live up to his instructions not to 
sell more than a designated quantity to any 
one customer, and sell none to a man who 
seemed to have been drinking previously, but 
he could not guarantee that the drink fur- 
nished under such conditions would not be the 
first in a series to be completed elsewhere, or 
that the money expended for that moderate 
allowance was not an important lessening of 
the means for comfort of the family of the 
„guest. It would be a terrible impeachment 
of the method if wives should appeal against 
it in the police courts and police officers arrest 
for drunkenness men who gave as an excuse 
the fact that they had been drinking in a 
Christian saloon. 

It goes without saying that if the persons 
responsible for the conduct of the proposed 
places should try to evade the difficulty by the 
sale of such innocuous articies as root beer 
and drinks which, while professing to be light 
wines, contained no alcoholic stimulant, they 
would not long compete with the regular 
saloon more than does the temperance coff¢e- 
house of today. The man who really wants 
aleoholic beverages will have them if he can 
get them, and, asa rule, is not content with 
the to him meager allowance that would be 
doled out in places avowedly conducted on 
the plan of preventing their patrons from get- 
ting drunk. At best they might expect their 
customers to be limited to that class of people 
who do not need to be reformed, or at least 


not in comparison with the bibulous ones, | 
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taken by those well-wishers of their race who 
establish the proposed new class of saloons. 
Dr. Rainsford will have to adopt some other 
method for reaching the masses. 
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The President of the County Board has ve- 
toed the payment of the Sheriff's dietmg Will 
for last month on the ground that an itemized 
statement was not submitted showing the arti- 
cles furnished and the cost of each. The 
Sheriff never has been asked to make out an 
itemized bill, so there is nothing astonishing 
in his not enbmitting one. There is no rea- 
son, however, why he should refuse to eémply 
with the request of President of the 
board, which is not in an unreasonable 
one. 


A sort of temporary arrangement has been 
in force for some time by which the Sheriff is 
allowed 25 cents per day per prisoner, which, 
it has been alleged, is about the average cost, 
It was supposed at one time that the point 
whether the had a right to make an 
agreement with the Sheriff to pay him a lump 
sum per diem for each prisoner was involved 
in an agreed case between the Sheriff and the 
board which is sow before the Supreme 
Court. It appears, however, that it is not, 
and therefore the President of the County 
Board has decided to disapprove a dieting bill 
made out on that basis and to call for a bill of 
particulars, 

There really ought to be an end to this ever- 
lasting squabbling between County Boards 
and Sheriffs as to the dieting of prisoners. 
The law makes it the duty of the Sheriff to 
take charge of the prisoners and attend to the 
feéding of them. That is something which 
the County Board cannot take away from 
him. But the latter has to pay the bills for 
keeping and maintaining the prisoners. It is 
proper that those bills should be itemized just 
as all others are. 

It is not contem by the law that the 
Sheriff shall make any profit off the feeding 
of prisoners. He has a fixed salary and is en- 
titled to no fees or perquisites. Itis not known 
that he is making anything out of the dieting. 
The shortest way for him to prove that he is 
not is to let the County Board know just what 
he pays for his coffee, bread, and other sup- 
ples. It is more business-like and would put 
an end to this incessant clamor of the Demo- 
erats that the present incumbent of the office 
is making large sum“ over and above his gal- 

ary. Theclaim is not true, but it is easy for 
the Sheriff to show that itis not. It was the 
custom in other days for the Sheriff to make 
money off the dieting, though never as much 
as some people have supposed. It was looked 
on then as quite as proper as for a City or 
County Treasurer to pocket the interest on 
the deposits. But the feeling is becoming 
stronger that public officers should receive 
their salaries and nothing more, and that feel- 
ing should be respected.

EUROPEANS GREATLY INTERESTED. 


Fraqce and England Will Have Good Ex- 
hibitse—Spain to Introdace Cheap Wines, 
Throughout Europe enthusiasm and inter- 
est are increasing in regard to the World's 
Fair,“ remarked Col. Fred Brackett, who has 
just returned from abroad, and particularly 
good exhibits are promised in the commercial 
lines. This is especially true of Great Britain 
and France, the latter country without any 
urging whatever having appropriated $625,000 
for exhibition purposes at Chicago. Of this 
sum $110,000 has been set aside for the pay- 
ment of freights to encourage shipments to 
America, and. it wasa pleasure to meet the 
Frenchmen in chargeof World’s Fair matters. 

8 } were so many representatives of the 
United States in Great Britain that I confined 
my efforts principally to France, Portugal, 
and Spain, and everywhere met with the most 
encouraging receptions. Spain is anxious to 
make a good showing at the Exposition with 
a view to reaping a commercial advantage 
from sale of wines and other vineyard 
products now discriminated against by France 
in the interest of its own producers, and the 
result will be good and cheap wines for the 
consumers in this country. Some of the Span- 
ish clarets retailed in the United States at the 
rate-of $5 per gailon do not cost more than 
30 cents a gallon in Spain, and the proper de- 
duction to be drawn is an abandonment of 
Bordeaux for an American city.

INVESTIGATING BALLOT-BOX FRAUDS. 


Case of McKenna, Williams, Casey, and 
Blow Before the Grand Jury.

Views of the Rev. Dr. Rainsford Meet with 
No Favor Here. 

The idea of the Rev. Dr. W. S. Rainsfora, a 

prominent Episcopal clergyman of New York 

ad in regard to saloons, as published in 


: Trisunz of yesterday, does not meet 
with the approval of his brethren in this city. 


last, from his pulpit, Dr. Rainsford 


saloons cannot be stamped out in large cities, 
he would provide substitutes that will not be 
tainted by vice ana unwholesome surround- 
ings. He would draw the line on whisky in 
his saloons, but would sell beer and light 
wines, coffee, and chocolate. 

The Rev. E. Bishop, Archdeacon of the 
Episcopal Diocese of Chicago, after reading 
the energetic words of Dr, Rainsford, smiled 
and said: I think Ihave nothing to say on 
this matter just now,“ but after a moment’s 
consideration added, I don’t believe the evil 
of the saloons is to be corrected by the church 
entering into competition with them. It is a 
matter of law. not of theology; for the State, 
not for the church to regulate. Of course, 
every one admits the evils to public life and 
morals of the saloon, and something should 
be done to curb them if they cannot be sup- 
pressed. But the policy of the church engag- 
ing in the business is a novel one.“ 

The Rev. Joseph Cushton, City Missionary, 
said: 1 dada parish I would be sorry to 
have r undertake anything of the 
sort. Episcopal Church would be a dif- 
ferent institution from what I thought it was 
when I was ordained if it should now go iuto 
the saloon business. The evil is a matter for 
the government and not for the church; for 
the church is powerless to suppress it, though 
by warning and influence it may guard against 
and lessen its vicious and corrupting tenden- 
cies. ; 

»The church, however, ought to provide for 


the people enjoyment in a rational and tem- 


perate way. such as coffee-houses with good 
reading, music, and other elevating and enjoy- 
able attractions. and amusements. But to go 
into the saloon business would, I think, be go- 
ing too farin the entertainment line, and a 
proceeding doubtful as to its wisdom and 
morality.’ 

The Rev. Dr. Locke, rector of Grace Epis- 
copal Church, said: “I don’t see my way 
clear to say anything about the saloonkeeping 
projets, ag I have not thought of the matter. 

ut Ido not think the charch ought fo enter 
into anything of the kind, My opinion 1s that 
it would prove impracticable even if it were 
commendable. I have no doubé that saloons 
could be improved upon, but 1 do not think 
the church ought to undertäke it by setting 
up others in opposition, and any movement 
in that direction I would deprecate. I do not 
think it ible for thé church to do anything 
with such agencies ds saloons. I know noth- 
ing of such places personally, for I was never 
in one except when duty called, but their evils 
and dangers are of public record, and every 
one wants them regulated, if not altogether 
suppressed. ä 

Would the canons of the church allow the 
church to engage in the saloon business?“ 

The doctor laughed and said: canons 
of the church never dreamed of ‘such a thing 
as saloons and so made no provision for 
them. I think a movement in favor of estab- 
lishing coffee-houses, with music, singing, and 
other enjoyable features, would be more in 
the line of what churches ought todo and 
which I believe has been done in some 
places.
